SEC Discusses 
Organization 
Budgets

A brief meeting of the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council last 
night was asked to consider bud- 
gets for a number of campus 
organizations. Ten seperate fi- 
nancial items were brought up 
for discussion. 

The only /Other business pre- 
sented to Council concerned the 
possible formation of a new radio 
station in Montreal by a former 
McGill student. 

McGill has been asked by. the 
prospective founders of the sta- 
tion to agree to supply one hour's 
programme material per week. 
This station would direct itself 
primarily to the aome 350,000 
Montreal residents of foreign 
origin by providing native music 
and news. 

It was felt by Council that 
further investigation would have 
to be under-taken before this 
matter could be decided upon. 
BUDGETS 

Some concern was expressed 
by Council on the Choral Socie- 
ty's last-minute change in plans 
which resulted in their having to 
submit tô the SEC an amended 
budget. 

The Choral Society recently 
decided to replace a projected 
trip to Bishop's University by a 
trip to Ottawa. The concert to be 
given In Ottawa is scheduled to

grant of $4.437 last March. The 
NCCU is the agency which distri- 
butes the federal monies. The 
Presbyterian College, situated on 
the McGill campus, is a self- 
governing body but it co operates 
closely with McGill. 

This is only a small grant 
compared with the $7,326,000 
which will be available to Quebec 
universities this year. There is 
speculation, however, that this 
may lead to the acceptance of 
Federal grants by other Quebec 
colleges, especially the classical 
colleges, 

Whether this opportunity for 
the colleges will take place or 
not depends upon a change of 
policy being considered by the 
NCCU. Previously, cheques were 
to be sent only to the major 
universities, and in the case of 
Quebec, they could not be accept- 
ed. However, if the cheques were 
sent to the affiliated colleges, 
they could make the decision 
whether to accept of refuse the 
aid themselves without any re- 
flection on the university. 
ONTARIO SYSTEM 
This is the method being used 
at> the present In Ontario and 
many colleges in Quebec would 
be willing to accept, as they get 
very small — if any — grants 
from the provincial government. 

When the federal grants were 
first instituted they were based 
on 50 cents per capita of pro-, 
vincial population, divided up 
among the universities of the pro- 
vince in proportion to their stu- 
dent enrolments. 

The first year the Quebec uni- 
versities were allowed to take 
the grants but Premier Duplessis 
gave orders that they were not 
to be accepted, maintaining that 
this was an Infringement on pro- 
vincial Jurisdiction, in the educa- 
tion field. 



parlment, Dr. W. K. McNaught, 
associate professor of history, 
and Dr. R. M. Stingle, assistant 
professor of English. 

Allan H. Watson, chairman of 
the college board of regents, who 
received the letters of resigna- 
tion, said they were received be- 
fore the report of the Canadian 
Association of University Teach- 
ers was made public. 

This report staled that Profes- 
sor Crowe was dismissed without 
sufficient evidence and without 
being given the chance to defend 
himself or being informed of the 
charges against him. 

PURLOINED LETTER 

The original cause of the affair 
was a letter written by Professor 
Crowe to a personal friend and 
mailed last March. A month later 
the letter was delivered to Dr. 
Lockhart, the college principal, 
with a note attached advising him 
to read it. Although the contents 
of the letter have never been 
made public, the board of regents 
said his attitudes, expressed in 
the letter, are incompatible with 
the traditions and objectives of 
the college. 

The reading of the letter by 
the principal and the board of re- 
gents has been construed as a 
violation of private mail and the 
subsequent action on it as a great 
injustice. 

The report of the CAUT also 
said that Professor Crowe should 
be reinstated in his job as asso- 
ciate professor of history and at 
a corresponding salary level. 

On October 16 it was reported 
that five professors had consider- 
ed resigning but this is the first 
definite action on it. 



The topic of the discussion will 
be financial aid to higher educa- 
tion in Quebec. This will include 
statutory provincial grants to the 
universities and direct student 
aid in the form of scholarships 
and bursaries. 

At the same time they will 
present a brief on higher educa- 
tion which is similar to the brief 
submitted to Duplessis last year. 
At the same time last year the 
Premier refused to see student 
representatives at any sort of 
meeting. 

STUDENT LOANS 

In parliament this week Du- 
plessis said that loans to needy 
students, not grants, will be dis- 
cussed at the meeting. 

This is not in line with the plans 
of the student presidents, who 
wish to discuss financial aid to 
the universities. The Premier liai 
previously refused to allow Que- 
bec universities to take federal 
grants, threatening to withdraw 
the provincial grants if this is 
done. 

The presidents have met and 
will continue to meet prior to the 
interview to draw, up the brief 
and to prepare tlteir case and 
approach to the, problems. As 
well as our representative there 
will be the student leaders from 
Sherbrooke, Montreal, Laval, Bi- 
shop's and Sir George Williams.

Toronto Lawyer 
Discusses China 

Norman Endicott, a Toronto law- 
yer and recent visitor to Commu- 
nist China, will address students 
today at 1 pn\in the Union Ball- 
room. His topic will be "The New 
China". 

This summer the Chinese Law 
Association invited S Toronto law- 
yers, including Endicott, to visit 
China to see the changes taking 
place there, nnd to examine the 
administration of justice. Endicott 
spent a month in China, nnd was 
accorded interviews with the Prime 
Minister, Chou En-lal. and the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, 
Tung Pei-wu. who was one of the 
signatories to the United Nations 
Charter. 

Endicott, born of missionary 
parents 32 years ago, lived in 
Szechiran, a southwest province of 
China. He came to Canada at the 
age of 15. He finished hi?h school 
in Toronto, and joined the Royal 
Canadian Air Force, where he 
served three years as an asro-cn- 
glne mechanic. Uoon discharge he 
graduated from the University of 
Toronto in Philosophy with linn- 
outs. He later graduated from Os- 
goodc Hall, and was called to the 
Ontario Uor 4 years ago.

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On Hie Way lo Quebec 

The climrix of months of waiting and negotiation will 
be reached on Tuesday when Premier Duplessia meets with 
the Presidents of the six Quebec university students' coun- 
cils. It has been a long time since agitation began for this 
meeting-agitation which lead to the March walkout and the 
three University of Montreal students camping in Quebec 
for months. 

It is important to grasp the full significance of the 
Tuesday meeting. The outcome cannot be predicted at this 
point, but indications are that the complex problem will not 
be solved with one short interview. But we should not 
expect a solution. 

Believe it or not, it is a victory far the students of this 
Province to be allowed to see their Premier and to present 
their griefs to him. The mere fact that it took so many 
months to make this appointment is enough indication of 
the unique situation in Quebec. 

What makes this meeting particularly significant is 
that the six University Presidents will be acting together 
representing a solid body of student opinion. . Too often m 
the past the students of the different campuses have tried 
to advance on their own. This technique will never suc- 
ceed. In order to make any headway against the Duplessis 
administration the English and the French-speaking stu- 
dents must make a conn ion demand (preferably in French). 

Unfortunately, the Premier has destroyed much of the 
faith which the studt t leaders- may have had concerning 
his intentions. He stated publicly that his idea of an in- 
terview with students did not include discussing the vital 
issue of statutory grants. It is only when the Government 
comes to realize the significance of these regular grants 
that we can even begin to negotiate any kind of compromise. 

Tuesday will not mark- the end of the Provincial educa- 
tion issue." In Tact, it should be only a beginning. The 
student leaders must be firm in their demands, especially 
in the' light of Mr. Duplessis* recent statements and the 
plan produced by the University of Toronto. They cannot 
afford to retreat, they have nothing to yield. 



Silence Begins 



The Daily today ceases regular publication for the fall 
term. This has been an exciting half-year. There have 
been a good number of important happenings in the student 
world and many developments in the history of the Univer- 
sity. But it seems that the climax to many of these events 
is still to come. 

In Winnipeg, the case of Professor Marry Crowe is in 
the midst of turmoil. The suspension of the three students 
editors in Ottawa is still in the news. The student council 
presidents visit Premier Duplessis next week. 

Thepe are some of the issues which we would like to 
cover. They are vitally important to students, and they 
i.lioultl know about them. 

Above and bevond our call to duty as journalists, how- 
ever, is the solemn reminder of approaching examinations, 
unci our primary (we sometimes wonder) role as students. 
There is something frightening about the Daily stopping 
a few weeks before examinations. Its absence is a soit of 
silent reminder of what we are supposed to be doing at 
university, and of the values which we as students should 
have. / 

It would be good to remember this responsibility all 
through the school term, and not only when examinations 
approach.

Duplessis Says Yes 

In a letter dated November 11th the Premier 
has agreed to meet with the student presidents of 
McGill.-Bishop's, Laval, University of Montreal, Uni- 
versity of Sherbrooke, and Sir George Williams 
College on December 2. This was hailed by students 
in Quebec as an important step in gaining some aid 
for higher education In the Province. The six 
presidents have been trying to get an interview with 
the Premier since February, and their failure to be 
received by Duplessis was the primary cause of the 
students walkout last March. 

Duplessis stated last Thursday in the Legislative 
Assembly that his government will never approve 
federal grants to universities, because the respon- 
sibility for education has been placed under the 
provinces in the British North America Act. 

Students Petition Quebec 
Assembly 

The Students' Society at a meeting on November 
11 decided to petition the Quebec Legislative 
Assembly lo increase financial aid lo higher educa- 
tion. In view of the Premier's letter, however, the 
petition will be prepared as scheduled, but will 
not be circulated until the results of the Premier's 
- interview 'with the six presidents become known. 

At the same meeting, the Students' Society 
passed a motion urging the University to reduce 
fees, should federal grants be accepted. 

The President's Advisory Committee at the 
University of Toronto published a report on Novem- 
ber 10th, which recommended free education for 
.all first class students in Ontario, and extensive 
bursaries lor second class students. A revision of 
the academic year was also recommended. This 
would entail shortening summer holidays, and four 
week breaks at Christmas and Easter. The plan 
is the result of an eight month study of educational 
problems. McGill is reportedly engaged in a similar 
study — the results of which will be made public 
in January. 

McGill Gets 4/î Million Dollars 

A gift of $4'.i million was received by the Uni- 
versity in October. Dr. -F. Cyril James made the 
donation by J.W. McConnclI public at the Fall 
Convocation. Mr. McConnell, a former publisher of 
the Montreal Star, was senior governor of McGill 
until his recent resignation. During his tenn of 
office he donated over fifteen million dollars to 
the University. His last gift was partially for 
establishment of scholarships in the Faculty of 
Engineering, and partially for the completion of 
the new engineering building presently under 
construction. 

Four New Governors 

Four new governors were elected at the Uni- 
versity. They are: Gordon R. Ball, President of 
the Bank of Montreal, Thomas W. Eadie, President 
of the Bell Telephone Co. of Canada, James Muir, 
President of the Royal Bank of Canada, and James 
G. Notman, President and General Manager of 
Canadair Ltd, Vice-President and Director of Gen- 
eral Dynamics' Corporation. 

The new appointments followed' closely three 
retirements from the Board of Governors, Retiring 
governors were : Sydney G. Dobson, who served 
on the Board since 1947, J.W. McConnell, governor 
since 1927, and B.C. Gardner who " started his 
McGill appointment in, 1949, and also served ai 
Chancellor from 1952 to 1957. The 'fourth place 
on the Board was left open by Col. A.A. Magee, 
who retired in January. 



42.2 r /I of the campus voted in Thursday's -elec- 
tion of faculty representatives to the Studenli' 
Executive Council. Six posts were, acclaimed. Tha 
new council assumes its duties in January. 

Earlier in the year the Council decided to cancel 
the Prom. This used to be an annual formal dance, /* 
which in recent years ran at a loss of over $3000. 

Enrolment Decrease 

For the first time in several years enrolment 
at the University has not shown an increase over 
the previous year. The faculty of Engineering re- 
ported 229 fewer students than were registered last 
year. The drop was attributed to higher feel, 
higher entrance standards, and the lack of jobs over 
the previous summer. 

Placement Service Revised 

Job interviews for engineers and science :gra- 
duatrs have been concentrated Into a four day 
period, from December 17 to the 20th. In previou» 
years companies interviewed applicants on campu» 
throughout the first term. The new scheme la 
patterned after one adopted by the University of 
Toronto. 

McGill Conference On 
World Affairs 

The McGill Conference was generally considered 
a success. It received wide coverage by the infor- 
mation media, and delegates have expressed a 
favourable opinion of its value. 

The Daily recommended in an editorial that 
the conference not be continued from S'EC fundi 
because of its limited value to the average student, 
and its high cost. , 

Blood Drive 

The Blood Drive at McGill collected 2376 pints 
of Blood as compared with 1983 pints last year. 
The University of Montreal retained the Birka 
Trophy, which Is presented annually to McGill or 
U of M, whichever school has a highest pint total. 
"Bloody Mary" — the interfaculty trophy was won 
by Commerce for the second straight year.

Polio Clinic 

- The Provincial Government sponsored t polio 
vaccine clinic on the campus. This was the first 
time the Salk vaccine was available free to McGill 
students. 400 came to be vaccinated on the first 
day of the clinic. 

Women's Union 

Underprivileged children's day was held Octo- 
ber 25th in the form of a Hallowe'en party com- 
plete with costumes and decorations. 

A series of "International Nights" was held by 
the Union at Royal Victoria College. These wera 
designed to bring girls from foreign countries In 
contact with Canadians. 

RVC Pool 

Construction began on a new swimming pool for 
women at Royal Victoria College. An anonymous 
donor gave $250,000 for the project. 

Debators in the U.K. 

Two debators from McGill toured universities 
in the U.K. for over two weeks. They debated on : 
"Resolved that the Commonwealth is a thing of 
great future, but paltry achievement". They won 
nine of eleven debates, lost one, and one was not 
voted on.

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Trinity's "Hatful of Rain" 
A Successful Production 



"A HATFUL OF RAIN" by 
Michael V. Gazzo, has been used 
as a good vehicle for Trinity Play- 
ers, rolling along well through 
thick and thin from the opening 
curtain to the last. Real victor of 
(he evening is Robert Verniks 
— whose direction is solid and pur- 
poseful. Mr. Verniks has conducted 
his instruments well, often muting 
much mnterial which might easily 
have grown trite had it been al- 
lowed to swell to all that the play- 
wright implies. Despite the acutely 
apparent differences in inflexion 
and volume and general vocal con- 
trol In the lead players, there 
were few moments during the play 
which leapt out of frame — tho 
director having obviously lain so- 
me stress on the sounds of the 
jitmosphere. 

Moving nnd poignant as the 
troubled wife of a hero-gonedopo- 
addict, is Ellen Balkan. Miss Bal- 
kan, despite the failings of her 
voice (hidden away somewhere at 
the back of the stage, and muffled 
through laxity and mispronuncia- 
tion) emerges as the most talented 
performer of the play — real, 
frightening In her problems, tend- 
er in her maternal moments, and 
as part of the City as the symbol- 
ic backgrounds of Simon Gasma's 
excellent sets. 



Bram Sheps and David Rabay 
as the brother and father of the 
fallen soldier, contribute to the per- 
formance significantly, without re- 
laxing, even momentarily, from 
their characterizations. 

But vehicles require something 
upon which to turn. Plays, built 
upon character, require constant 
emotional justification, so that the 
players run the dialogue, and the 
reverse docs not occur, and so 
that the circumstances do not ap- 
pear contrived. In Trinity's "Hat- 
ful" the wheel waivers from lime 
to time — a faulty axle: Richard 
Hindi as the addict is thoroughly 
disappointing, inconsistent, nnd un- 
true; it may have been just first- 
night qualms, but wc could detect 
anticipation in his bearing-anticipa- 
tion of movements, lines, and the 
whole substance of his character. 
Before feeling nauseous, Mr. Hinch, 
for some reason, began slurring 
his lines, iumbling the words, and 
running the dialogue to a faulty 
peak, as If he were afraid of how 
true his mouth-clutching antics 
would be when the moment ar- 
rived to use them. 

But the production Is solid nnd 
holds through the three acts with 
Impressive uniformity — more so 
than other things that have cros- 
sed the Closse Street Playhouse's 
footlights this season.

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e.e. cummings and the 
prurient philosophers

IT TAKES brains to understand E. E. Cummings. J don't know whether this statement 
will discourage crowds from attending his reading when he comes to McGill. He will 
probably draw a very big crowd in any case. The impact of some of his more carnal 
love poems, and the devastating wit of his satire — e.g., "Beauty Hurts Mr. Vinal" — 
have made him a sort of hero in this period of slick, sophisticated, complacent, or fash- 
ionably and impolently angry young men. As for the real virtue of his poetry, it will 
probably pass by unnoticed.

Paradoxically, although It does 
take brains to understand Cum- 
mings. and few people have any 
to spare for poetry, he Is himself 
decidedly anti-intellectual. His me- 
thod is to use intelligence itself 
against the use of intelligence as 
we know it, in science and thought. 
It must be that he sees .some- 
thing radically wrong in the entire 
bent of modern life and learning. 
He is against most of what we do, 
except love, and the birds in 
spring. Only death is more re- 
pugnant to him than the irritations 
of "unalive" and "unhuman" man. 
No knowledge is worth the price 
It cost, he says — 
"I'd rather learn from one bird 
how to sing than teach ten thou- 
sand stars how not to dance...' 
and no work is worth a real whiff 
of lire - 
"a pretty girl who naked is 
Is worth a million statues." 
We'd all quit college with this 
philosophy, and even Cummings' 
art would find few readers, if we 
did not go on to the heart of his 
morality. In one of his best nnd 
most pithy poems, he writes: 
"O sweat spontaneous 
earth how often have 
the 
doting 

fingtri of 

prurient philosophers pinched 

and 

poked 

thee . . ." 
This is cast in the frankly sexual 
imagery typical of Cummings. Ask 
Professor Miller of the Philosophy 
Department whether it doesn't fol- 
low logically that philosophers ma- 
ke poor lovers. 1 flow often did Im- 
manuel Kant lie back in the liay 
with a buxom lass. and watch the 
clouds sail overhead'.') Cummings 
goes on with' his poem to consider 
next the scientists in the same 
light: 

"how often . . , 

, has the naughty thumb 

of science prodded 

thy 

beauty ." 

That interestingly placed comma 
and period show how they "pinch- 
ed" and 'prodded", consecutively. 
The disapproval of science is clear- 
ly on ethical grounds, a problem 
tha Professor Bcrrill, acknowledg- 
ing the dangers Inherent in science, 
has treated sensitively. (The Salk 
vaccine, e.g., that we have been 
using up this week has cost the 
lives of thousands of happy caper- 
ing monkeys.) The "naughty" 
thumb of science prods at delicate 
beauty, and ignores it. And then 
there is religion: 

"how 

often have religions taken 
thee upon their scraggy knees 
squeeiing and 
buffeting thee that thou 

mightett conceive 

gods . . ."• 

This is the central Idea: after all, 
the aim of philosophy, nnd of scien- 
ce, and ot religion, is to extract 
meaning from life, from "sweet 
spontaneous earth". If truth is what 
they're after, the poet says, they' 
re not even close to the reality 
of things; their kind of love for 
the earth and for life is little better 
than pornography. It is all abs- 
traction, and the wrong kind of 
abstraction; it is a forced partu- 
rition of gods. The right way, of 
course, is the wny of poetry. 
He says, at last, 
'"(but 

true 

to the Incomparable 
couch of death thy 
rhythmic 
lover 

thou answerett 
them only with 

spring)" 

A parenthesis Which the pniloso- 
phcr, scientist, and theologian up- 



parently never enter. It is the 
poet's special province. _ 
In this poem (I have quoted it 
complete, in snatches) we have «11 
of Cummings' subtle intellectuality 
and his anti-intellectuality, his 
sexual directness, his technical 
sprlghtlincss, and his so-called sen- 
timental obsessions with "sprkig" 
and "death". (The last two are tra- 
ditional with lyric poets; Cummings

is an experimentalist who is in 
every way a traditionalist in dis- 
guise. His entire position, in fact, 
is traditional.) 

'there is an ancient quarrel bet- 
ween the poets ar.d tnc philoso- 
phers, as we know; and if it is in 
order for the ringmaster of all 
philosophers, Plato, to write a dra- 
matic repudiation of poetry as a 
way to truth (Republic, Book X', 
why should not the poet do like- 
wise for philosophy? This only sets 
off for us the difference of view- 
point, the difference of approach 
to experience, of the disciplines. 
The methods of philosophy, scien-" 
ce, religion, and poetry are diffé- 
rèrent, and sometimes exclusive; 
yet all want the ultimate truth, 
''the gods", the secrets of earth 
for their own. So that Cummings' 
single-mindcdncss and his obses- 
sions are part of the lyric poet's 
e.'.trcme concentration on whet is 
his own province and way of life. 

As a reiulf, Cummlngi it really 
an aesthetic perfectionist, a for- 
malist. One should read him for 
the sake of the poetry, for beauty, 
for lyric freshness. Marianne Moo- 
re has said that he is never guilty 
of an aesthetic fault. Horace Gre- 
gory (with Zaturenska) has des- 
cribed him as "one of the finest ly- 
ric pools of all time". 

Naturally, if lie looks at anything 
otiier than his own neglected craft, 
he is as irritable as a child in a 
cradle. His irritability has created 
a great branch of his formal expe- 
rimental art: the satire of contem- 
porary America. The son of a Har- 
vard English teacher rod mtalslcr 
of the South Church of Boston, 
Cummings is an impeccable anti- 
puritan. A Grccnwieii Village bohe- 
mian and sometime painter by oc- 
cupation, he is an enemy of com- 
mercialism, totalitarianism, adver- 
tising, end democratic boobo!sic. 
The most individual of twentieth 
century poets, he is at the san»2 
time the most simply representa- 
tive of them all: a pure artist, a 

Eoct of love and spring, troubled 
y businessmen, politicians, snobs 
and slobs. New in his middle fif- 
ties, he is one of the best readers 
of poetry living. His visit to Me= 
Gill is a great o.-casion. and his 
reading here is certainly something 
to .look forward to 01 the twrt of 
all friendly philosophers, scientists, 
religionists, and litterateurs.

Director Norma Springforcl 



"I've been using The Method 
for years, my dear," said Norma 
Springford, director of the Moun- 
tain Playhouse. And Eli Wallach 
(Uaby Doll), one of the favourite 
employees of "Mr. Method" Elia 
Kazan, is her ideal choice as lead- 
ing actor in a play. 

"If I had a million dollars" 
she said "I'd spend it all on 
doing up my theatre, improving 
back stage faciltlcs and making it 
into something which the audien- 
ce will really feel they would 
make an integral part of their 
lives." (This, of course, aside 
from the fact that she would like 
'to direct Eli Wallach.) 

Mist Springford hts been In 
the theatre for 35 yean. And for 
nine of the those years she hat 
been direction the Players' Club 
at McGill during the 'closed 
season" from her own company. 
William Shetner who played with 
Yul Brynner and Maria Schell in 
"The Brothers Karamaxov", was 
among her early prodigies, and 
since then, she says, two or 
three people have gone from ama- 
teur dramatics here into the pro- 
fessional fields. 

To watch Miss Springford di- 
rect a play during the rehearsals 
is in itself an entertainment. 
Leaping up from her chair, and 
diving back into it again, she 
cries "Pick it up dear; pick it up! 
Move!" and rushes across the 
floor to demonstrate the part. 
She glides into the role of a fop- 
pish fool as easily as she plays 
a masculine Saint Thomas (The 
Players Club are putting on 
Eliot's "Murder in the Cathe- 
dral"); earnestly sitting with her 
legs tucked at an extraordinary 
angle behind lier, she watches the 
actors run through their parts 
with intenseness until sudden- 
ly a gesture strikes her nerve- 
reflex nnd she Is up again. Smo- 
king incessantly (and always 
without matches) she coaxes, 
shouts, and whispers the acting 
directions. 

Thin, small nnd slavonic-look- 
Ing, Miss Springford is a profess- 
ional actress-director who has 
established an excellent reputa- 
tion for herself in the growing 
world of Canadian Theatre.

I 
found them charming. And I can 
go on record as saying that I 
have found the people of Mont- 
real and Quebec terribly kind, ge- 
nerous and helpful. I think 
they're wonderful!" 

"Who is your favourite play- 
wright of today?" 

"Oh heavens I don't know; the- i 
re era to many different kinds 
of plays that one could choose. I 
like John Osborne and Eugene 
O'Neill, and I adore Christopher 
Fry'* plays. But to direct a play, 
I think I would choose Turge- 
nev's "A Month in the Coun- 



try"; it's a real challenge to the 
director. It has so many diffe- 
rent parts and characterizations, 
it has every emotion that one 
could ask for, and some exciting 
sets". 

"Your favourite writer?" 
"Dylan Thomas". 
"Do you like the French Thea- 
tre here?" 

"iMmmmm. I think that they 
are quite brilliant. One of the 
French companies went to Paris 
last year to represent Canada. 
That was daring in -itself. But 
they played Molière — and to a 
Parisian audience. They received 
rave notices my dear. It was 
wonderful". 

"Have you ever been to Euro- 
pe?" 

"No, but I would love to go be- 
fore I'm taken there in a wheel- 
chair". 

"What is the toughest au- 
dience?" 
"The North American one". 

By this time, the coffee cups 
had yellow rims and the tugir 
was showing at the bottom ("Just 
a whisper of cream in my coffee 
pleese dear!"). Norma Spring- 
ford was anxious to return to her 
task uspstalrt and the group of 
actors waiting for her.
